Againe, if you purpoſe 
ro ſtudy the Language your (elfe,rheſe 
Rules of Pronunciation will ſtand you

Wee write 
as wee ſpcakc, and ſpeake as we write : for 
if wee 7 ſtrignere, tograſpe or cloſe, writ- 
ten With pz, wee pronounce ir according to 
the Rule of g#; but if wee finde it written 
with ſftringere, we pronounce it as it iS writ- 
ten : and 1o of the reſt of this nature, It may 
be perhaps expected that I ſhould fall upon
